A Continental Line That Asks No 
Government Subsidy. 


Alms and Plans of the Projectors—The Pro- 
posed Pacific Coast Outiet—The Termi- 
nal facilities—What Good- 
man'Says. 


San Francisco,,Nov. 2.—A Chicago 
special], quoting from a Tribune interview 
on the projected United States Central 
Railway, says Charles L. Easton, one of 
the attorneys for the road, stated that he 


. represented a syndicate of English capi- 


talists who a few years ago visited Cali- 
fornia and examined the route of the pro- 
posed road. Surveys had been made and 
all the road asks is the right of way. No 
subsidy will be asked for. The projectors 
of the road are engaged in an individual 
enterprise and will not seek national aid. 
The route lies through extensive and rich 


mining regions in which these capitalists 
are interested, and they want to develop 
those regions and open up the mines. But 
‘as they desire to have a road connecting 
somewhere they have designed to make a 
Arrangements 
have been made, and as soon as the South 
Pacific Coast, Ocean Shore and other 
roads and franchises that have been re- 
ceived are consolidated, the work will be- 
gin, which will be about next spring. Mr. 
Easton declined to give the names of the 
members of the English syndicate he rep- 
resented or state the amount of stock. He 
stated that he also represented a party of 
German capitalists. T. H. Goodman. 
General Passenger Agent of the Central 
Pacific, now attending a meeting in this 
city, when questioned, said that such a 
road had been. contemplated for several 
yeats by Messrs. Wadker & Bridges; that 
the road sought to enter San Francisco 
by the Ocean Shore route from Santa 
Cruz up to North Beach, where would be 
its terminal facilities. Mr. Goodman was 
under the impression that this roufe had 
been abandoned, and they were now seek- 
ing an entrance over the South Pacifié 
Coast railroad, which runs through Santa 
Clara valley to Alameda. From there 
they would cross to San Francisco by 
ferry-boats. This road is owned by Sena- 
ter Fair and Mr. Flood, and it is likely 
the projectors will endeavor to get it. In 
answer to the question as to whether he 
thought Senator Fair and Mr. Flood were 
interested in the enterprise, Mr. Goodman 
said they were not probably interested

THE YELLOW SPECTRE. 


Again has San Francisco been men- 
aced by the appearance of the yellow 
spectre within its waters. On Tuesday, 
at midnight, the Pacific Mail steamer 
San Blas arrived with three eases of 
yellow fever on board. It is a fortun- 
ate thing that the steamers bearing 
the yellow scourge arrived so late in 
the season, after the appearance of 
cool weather. . The ‘‘ glorious climate 
of California” is not proof against 
epidemic diseases, and too great reli- 


ance should not be placed upon it] 


for immunity from such visitations. 
Steadily and stealthily as yellow fever 
marked its way up from the gulf 
towns, when first planted there, along 
the line of ‘the Mississippi, and to 
the inland towns of the different South- 
eri States, where now it yearly reaps 
its harvest of death, it may creep up 
along our coast, unless a more rigid 
quarantine is enforced, till we find its 
germs planted in the larger towns and 
cities of the great valleys of the State, 
where the summer heats. are most in- 
tense. And once planted it would 
take generations for its eradication. 
Los Angeles has filth enough for it to 
fatten upon, and Sacramento and San 
Francisco are not free from the condi- 
tions which would invite its prev. 
alence provided it once ubtained a foot- 
hold in their midst. The action 
of .the Board of Health in_ re- 


moving the embargo against ves- 


sels arriving from infected districts 
was ill-judged and deserving of con- 
demnation. The wisest precautions 
are necessary to protect the State 
against the danger of this infection: 
and the neglect of these precautions 
by the authorities is criminal in the 
extreme. Even if vesselsdo not touch 
at infected ports, there is danger, in 
steaming past them, that they may 
earry away the germs of the disease, 
which sooner or later may produce 
weli-developed cases of fever, as seems 
to be the fact in the case of those sick 
with it on the San Blas. There is no 
question, in spite of contradictory state- 
ments, but that yellow fever still exists 
in the Mexican towns and cities where 
its ravages have been so fearful, and 
our only protection against it, linked 
as we are with all these points by so 
many lines of traffic and trav, is 


throu unbroken and rigid quar- 
antine. >in addition we should 
have al due respect. for the pre- 


ventive value of sanitation. -The vio- 
lation of sanitary laws will bring its 
penalty, if notin the shape of yellow 
fever, in Giseases no less deadly. With 
all che light which science throws 
upodn this subject there is no ne- 
cessity for argument prove 
what’ an unscalable’ barrier clean- 
liness offers to thé approach of epi- 
demics. Such a simple safeguard 
should not be neglected. We do not 


fear the coming of the scourge this 
season, but our people should not suffer 


themselves to rest in too great secu- 
rity, for another year it may be upon us.
